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Dear  Friend  : 

This  letter  and  folder  are  intended  to  serve  several  definite  purposes. 

First:  It  is  an  Iris  Calendar,  showing  the  continuity  of  bloom  of 
different  types  of  Irises  from  month  to  month  throughout  the  year.  It  will,  there¬ 
fore,  show  you  how  it  is  possible  for  you  to  have  Irises  in  flower  in  your  garden 

every  month  of  the  year,  by  adding  such  groups  as  you  do  not  already  have. 

Second  :  For  those  who  do  not  wish  to  study  the  different  groups  in  my 
catalog  and  make  their  own  selections,  I  have  arranged  a  well-balanced  collection 
in  each  group,  carefully  thought  out  to  cover  the  color  range.  I  can  assure  you 
that,  even  if  you  should  exercise  the  greatest  care  and  give  the  subject  consid¬ 
erable  study,  you  would  not  be  likely  to  make  a  better  choice,  for  I  know  each 
variety  personally,  and  have  planned  each  collection  with  the  utmost  care.  You 
cannot  go  far  amiss  in  buying  any  or  all  of  these  collections. 

TO  THOSE  WHO  HAVE  NOT  YET  BOUGHT  FROM  ME.  (If  you  are  a  customer,  you 
need  not  read  this  part  of  the  letter.)  Last  year  I  was  compelled  to  drop  from  my 

mailing  list  27,000  names  of  people  who  had  asked  for  my  catalog  and  never  ordered 

anything  from  me.  These  27,000  names  had  cost  me  about  $25,000  to  carry  them. 

(The  postage  alone  on  one  catalog  mailed  to  these  27,000  names  was  $810.) 

Present  business  conditions  do  not  warrant  my  continuing  on  my  mailing 
list  any  but  actual  buyers;  therefore,  it  will  be  necessary  at  the  end  of  this  year 
to  drop  all  who  have  not  bought  anything  from  me.  This  will  not  be  done  as  a  matter 
of  choice,  but  because  business  conditions  demand  it.  I  am  planning  some  very  fine 
literature  for  next  year,  and  will  also  appreciate  hearing  from  any  who  are  no 
longer  interested  in  remaining  on  my  mailing  list,  so  that  I  may  avoid  the  cost  of 
sending  them  this  expensive  literature.  I  am  sure  no  one  will  misunderstand  this, 
and  that  my  appeal  will  meet  with  a  certain  measure  of  co-operation.  But  the 
co-operation  I  will  appreciate  most  will  be  in  the  form  of  an  order  from  any  who 
have  not  as  yet  bought  from  me,  which  will  be  a  tangible  way  of  saying  "I  see  your 
viewpoint  ;  I  realize  that  expensive  catalogs  do  not  grow  on  trees  and  that  postage 
and  mailing  cost  money." 

One  more  thing:  The  supply  of  my  48  page  four  color  Iris  and  Peony 
catalog  has  been  completely  exhausted  for  this  year.  It  is  the  finest  catalog  of 
its  kind  ever  published,  and  the  demand  for  them  was  much  greater  than  expected. 
Requests  for  them  keep  pouring  in,  but  a  reprint  at  this  season  of  the  year  is 
impracticable.  Any  copies  returned  by  those  who  are  no  longer  interested  will 
immediately  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  apparently  interested  parties. 

May  I  also  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  those  who  have  entrusted 
thsir  orders  with  me,  for  their  very  kind  support  and  to  wish  you  health  and 
pleasure  from  your  gardening  activities.

March  Flowering 

IRIS  RETICULATA 
The  First  Flowers  of  Springtime 

These  rare  and  delightful  marvels,  front  Syria 
and  Asia  Minor,  flower  in  the  open  garden  on 
Long  Island  during  the  stormy  wintry  month  of 
March,  just  ahead  of  the  Crocus,  and  continue  to 
bloom  until  the  middle  of  April.  (They  will 
flower  a  month  earlier  in  the  South.)  The  flowers 
are  of  rich  royal  purple  and  the  violet  fragrance 
is  so  pronounced  that  it  will  fill  a  room  with  its 
fragrance  if  cut  and  brought  into  the  house.  Noth¬ 
ing  that  flowers  later  in  the  garden  is  more  bril¬ 
liant  or  effective  or  blooms  more  profusely.  1 
know  of  a  planting  that  has  flowered  undisturbed 
for  more  than  50  years  in  an  old  New  England 
Garden,  which  testifies  to  its  hardiness. 

Have  you  ever  heard  of  “square”  foliage? 
Well,  this  is  one  of  the  peculiarities  of  Iris  Reticulata,  for  it  has  narrow,  grass¬ 
like,  four-sided,  square  foliage.  In  early  Spring  it  pushes  these  green  spears 
through  snow  and  ice,  and  is  ready  to  burst  forth  into  full  bloom  with  the  first 
sign  of  favorable  weather.  And  it  is  not  a  small  flower,  as  might  be  expected 
with  an  early  bloomer,  but  a  flower  of  ample  size,  and  attractive  in  every  way. 

Iris  Reticulata  is  particularly  happy  in  a  sunny  spot  in  the  rock  garden. 
It  will  also  be  right  at  home  under  a  shrub  or  a  tree,  for  it  will  be  in  full  flower 
long  before  the  shrub  or  tree  has  produced  any  leaves  to  shade  it. 

It  may  also  be  grown  indoors  in  pots.  A  dozen  to  a  seven  inch  pot  is  some¬ 
thing  to  enthuse  about. 

You  will  surely  want  to  add  Iris  Reticulata  to  your  garden.  It  will  give 
your  friends  something  to  marvel  about.  Cultural  directions  for  growing  out¬ 
doors,  and  in  pots,  will  be  sent  with  each  shipment.

IRIS  DICHOTOMA 

Rare  Chinese  Species 

This  lovely  Iris  is  a  native  of  Manchuria 
and  Northern  China,  hut  has  now  been  brought 
to  our  American  gardens  where  it  flowers  pro¬ 
fusely  for  a  full  month  during  midsummer,  when 
no  other  Iris  are  in  bloom. 

The  thin  wiry  stems  grow  from  30  to  36  inches 
in  height,  and  are  more  branched  than  any  other 
member  of  the  Iris  family.  A  single  flower 
stalk  on  an  established  plant  will  produce  100 
or  more  flowers  in  a  season.  The  dainty  soft 
violet  flowers  are  about  2  inches  across,  beauti¬ 
fully  marked  and  of  unique  form  and  habit. 
The  flowers  open  about  three  o’clock  in  the  af¬ 
ternoon  (you  can  set  your  watch  by  them)  and 
last  only  one  day,  a  new  crop  of  flowers  appearing  each  day  for  four  weeks  or 
more.

WINTER  FLOWERING  IRISES 

Iris  Unguicularis  is  a  native  of  Algeria,  Asia  Minor, 
and  Northern  Syria;  but  like  other  rare  and  interesting 
Iris  Species  that  have  been  sought  out  from  every  nook 
and  corner  of  the  earth,  these  may  now  be  had  from 
the  Wayman  gardens,  to  be  enjoyed  in  your  own  garden, 
to  the  mystification  of  your  friends.  They  will  not  flower 
in  the  summertime,  but  persist  in  flowering  during  the 
winter  months  in  the  North  in  the  protection  of  a  cold 
frame  or  in  a  sheltered  spot.  The  plants  have  stood  17 
degrees  below  zero  in  my  garden  without  injury.  From  Virginia  South  they 
bloom  during  the  winter  out  of  doors.  Contrary  to  all  normal  rules,  they 
seem  to  require  frost  to  form  their  flower  buds  and  bring  out  their  flowers. 
Their  flowering  period  usually  begins  during  December  and  continues  through¬ 
out  the  winter  months.  There  are  two  principal  colors,  a  lovely  blue  and  an 
exquisite  white,  and  they  are  charming  as  cut  flowers.
